Russell E. Gardner, wealthy buggy 
manufacturer, clubman and chief of 
Mississippi River yacht owners, indicated 
Wednesday that he would not resist a 
divorce suit filed by Mrs. Annie Gard- 
ner, for 23 years his wife. Her petl- 
tion charges neglect and conduct, for 
two and one-half years past, equivalent 
to desertion. They continued to reside 
in the same home at 4576 West Pine 
boulevard, but since June, 1906, the wife 
Says, they have lived apart. 

Immediately after the suit was filed 
Wednesday morning, Mr. Gardner en- 
tered his voluntary appearance with the 
Cireuit Clerk, and signed a paper waiv- 
ing service. This wil] make possible the 
hearing of the suit Bt the present term 
of the Circuit Court, possibly within a 
few days. 

Canaries P. Johnson, attorney for Mrs. 
Gardner, said Wednesday that the ques- 
tion of alimony wovld be'‘settled out of 
court. Robert L. McLaran is Gardner’s 
lawyer. 

. Wen'’t Diseuss Suit. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter called 
at the offices of the Banner Buggy Co., 
at Main and Rutger strects, he was 
shown into the private office of Mr. 
Gardner, who is president and practical- 
ly the sole owner. 

Mr. Gardner, who was seated at his 
desk, looked up with a smile, then took 
from his desk a folded siip of yellow 
paper, and handed it to the reporter. 

Unfolding the paper, the reporter saw 
the pencil-written sentence: 

“Nothing to say.”’ 

A few questions were put to Mr. Gard- 
ner, but to each his answer was Read 
the slip.’’ His smiling demeanor 4id not 
vary, and he bade a cheery good-day as 
the visitor left. 

Incompatibility Says Lawyer. 

“This is a case of.real incompatibil* 
ity, if. ever there Was one,” was the 
explanation given by ex-Gov. Johnson, 
Mrs. Gardner's lawyer. 

“Mr. Gardner is strong and vigorous, 
while Mrs. Gardner is small and frail. 
Both have seen for years past that 
they could not get along together. For 
three months past Mr, Gardner has 
spent most of his time in Arkansas, 
where he owns a large farm. The suit 
was filed on his return. 

“There are three children, but. the 
youngest, Rodger, 7 years old, is the 
only one for whose custody Mrs. Gard- 
ner asks the Court. She feels that the 
others are old enough to make their 
costody a matter of less importance." 

Mrs, 'Gardner was at her home, but 
declined to be seén. 

His Friend’ Surprised. 

Few of Gardner's business and club 
friends, or of those who have enjoyed 
the lavish entertainments on his yacht, 
the Annie Russell, have known of the 
domestic conditions which led Mrs. 
Gardner to seek legal separation. 

The only hint of possible unhappiness 
in the Gardner home was the absence 
of Mrs. Gardner from the merry par- 
ties on the Annie Russell, which were 
the chief delight of its owner, and 
twhich made the boat the most famous, 
as it.was by far the largest, private 
craft on the Mississippi. 

The Annie Russell, named by Mr. 
Jardner for his wife and himeelf, be- 
came a relief and rescue boat™in the 
flood season of 1903, and hundreds of 
families, made homeless by the over 
flow, were taken aboard the luxurious 
steamer, with their furniture, bedding 
and farm tools, and cenveyed to Alton 
or other places of safety. Mr. Gardner 
spent theusands of dollars in relief 
work at that time. * 

Last summer the Annie Russell be- 
came a political lifeboat, conveying 
William 8. Cowherd and his friends to 
various points along the river for worl 
in Cowherd’s primary campaign. 

The Banner Buggy Co. was recently 
incorporated for $700,000, and $150,000 of 
the stock was distributed among em- 
ployes. The rest Mr.. Gardner held.

paper, is on trial at the First Free Meth- 
odist Church, 3401 Morgan street, ac- 
cused of improper conduct toward mem- 
bers- of his sect. 

Mr. Flower is not present at the trial. 
He is in Innis, Tex., where he has been 
for several weeks on missionary business 
for his church. 

There are six charges against Mr. 
Flower before the church court. He is 
alleged to have had improper conversa- 
tions with six women converts, all of 
whom testified before the court, which 
is composed of clergymen and laymen 
in the Central Illinois Conference of the 
Free Methodist Church, to- which the 
Lighthouse Mission at 2721 Pine street 
is attached. 

Women Are Named, 

The trial was a secret one, held in a 
room over the church at 3401 Morgan 
Street, and the only newspaper report- 
er present was barred from‘ the court. 

The charges are six in number and 
each of the women in the case was 
there to testify. In the specifications 
it is alleged that. in 1904 at various 
times and places in St. Louis, the Rev. 
Mr. Flower kissed and hugged Miss L. 
D. Bigden. 

Charge No. 2 states that in 1904 he 
hugged and kissed Miss Lucille nolt. 
During the same year he is also 
charged with having ‘*hugged, kissed 
and bestowed improper affection” upon 
Miss Lura Dellinger. 

In 194 he is charged In the specifica- 
tions with baving made love to and em- 
traced a young lady in the nome of J. 
H. Moss at Greenville, _Ill., while on 
a missionary visit there. 

But the most serious charge egainst 
him was made by Mrs. Cora Thompson, 
a young married woman, Who testified 
in court, according to one of the wit- 
nesses, that in July, 1904, she became a 
convert at the mission of the Rev. Mr. 
Flower, and went there nightly. 

She said that her husband worked at 
nignt and that Mr. Flower would walk 
homie with her after the religious meet- 
ings, and that on one occasion he had 
insisted on remaining in the room after 
she had retired. 

Tried Once Before, 

Several months ago the Rey. Mr. 
Flower was charged with insubordina- 
tion and appropriation of church funds. 
He was tried and convicted by a jury 
of the court, and took an appeal to a 
higher chureh court. The decision of 
the lower court Was reversed on the 
understanding, it is said by church 
snembers, that he would leave St. Louis 
and relinquish his control of the Light- 
house Mission. He did not do this, and 
the present trial od charges of immoral- 
ity, which were withheld at the previous 
trial, were brought forth. 

Mr. Flower is about § years old and 
is married. He has been conducting his 
missionary work In St. Louis about five 
years.

Others are dy- 
ing of their injuries, while many are 
starving. 

The streets are filled wit’. confused 
massés of brick and mortar, beams, fur- 
niture, chimneys and roofs. 

In many cases the streets appear @s 
enormous crevices, twisted i.ito fantas- 


lazzati, which runs along the sea front 
from the university t» the po@toffice, 
is impassable. 

All the public monumer.ts have disap- 
pea.ed, All the water pipes of the city 
have been destroyed, and water and 
filth are flooding the torn etreets. Gas 
explosions occur frequently and result 
in the breaking out of scores of smal! 
fires. ‘ 

Rain Caused Suffering. 

Refugees relate that after escaping 
from their ruined houses, they waited in 
terror for the coming of Nght. They 
then made their way over the obséruc- 
tions in the streets to the open places. 
They had to leave behind them, under 
the rwins, countless victims, who called 
for help in heart-rending tones. 

It is asserted that probably half the 


| fatalittey occurred because it was im- 


possible for the survivors to render 
prompt assistance. Not the least of the 
suffering was caused by the downpour 
of cold rain. 

Hundreds of the fugitives from Mes- 
sina and the surrounding cities and 
towns wandered half-crazed into the 
fields. Many reached the forest-clad 
mountain slopes, where they are sub- 
sisting on roots and the bark of trees. 

Sallors Make Heroic Rescues, 

Sailors from the torpedo boat Sappho, 
under the command of the head engi- 
neer, succeeded after a mighty struggle 
against the waves, in reaching the land 
and they were among the first to pen- 
etrate into Messina and begin the work 
of rescue. 

At every step they came upon dead 
and dying ang they joined the others in 
trying to save those caught in the ruins. 

The escaped prisoners from the jails 


‘were soon at work sacking the empty 


houses, paying particular attention to 
the Bank of Sicily, the military college 
and other public bulldings. 

Bands of looters entered the wrecked 
houses and then fought over the loot. 
One of the bands sacked the home of 
a rich merchant, turning a deaf ear to 
his pitiful appeal for help for himself 
and his family pinioned by the walls. 
They stole the treasure and set fire to 
the ruins. 

Six escaped prisoners were killed while 
attempting to loot the Bank of Sicily, 
where cash amounting to half a mil- 
lion dollars lay in plain view. 

For several hours after the first de- 
structive shock, Messira was absolutely 
without organized relief except for the 
police, solaiers, doctors and nurses 
which were sent in. 

The pricets worked heroically and 
many cases are recorded of absolution 
being given to dying persons pinned 
under the wreckage. 

Much help was given by volunteers 
from ships in the strait wuich were 
able to send aid. The Russian and 
British warships at Messipa have sent 
crews ashore and the vessels have been 
transformed into hespitauls. All the hos: 
pitaJs in Catania are crowdea and even 
the schools have been converted into 
infirmaries. 

The less seriously injured of the sur- 
vivors of Messina are being dispatched 
by the dozens to Palermo. 

Minister of Public Works Bertolini has 
arrived at Messina arc organized sev- 
eral corps of volunteers for rescue work. 

Dead Buried in Wreckage, 

A traveler, who returned here this aft- 
ernoon from the Italian side ef the 
Straits of Messina says that besides 
Reggio, San Giovanni, Scilla, Cannitel'o 
und all the other communes and vil 
lages bordering on the straits are in 
ruins. Great numbers of dead are b«- 
Heved to be still under the wreckage. 

The british steamer Ebro caine in 
here this afternoon frum Messina. She 
has on board 16 wounded, including Al 
fredo J. Ogston, the British Vice-Consul 
at Messina. Mrs. Ogston lost her life, 
but the Consul’s daughter was saved 

Mr. Ogston describes the destruction 
of Messina as frightful seyend words 
and exceeding in horror the wildest 
fligt.ts of imaginution. 

One of the. trains that cone from 
Messina this afternoon brougnt the 
widow of the Chief of Police of that 
city and her gon. Both seemed crazed 
with grief. They made frentic but vain 
efforts to save the life of the husband 
and father and the other chiliren. The 
clothes of the widow and her son ar 
literally in rags ° 

The reported death of Deputy Nicolo 
Fulci and his wife has been coafiriaed. 
Ludovico Fulci, who also is a Deputy, 
refuses to abandun the wreckage of his 
brother’s home. He is there 20% Work- 
ing with bleeding hands and ha:f dead 
from fitieve, determined to remain ‘in- 
til.he f'nds the body of his brother.

“I found the streets blocked by fallen 
houses. Balconies, chimneys, bell tow- 
ers, entire walls had been thrown 
down. From every side of me arose 
the screams and moanings of tae 
;wounded. The people were half mad 
with excitement and fear. Most of 
them had rushed out in their night 
clothes. In a little while we were all 
shivering under a torrential downpour 
of rain. 

“Everywhere there were dead bodies, 
nude, disfigured and mutilated. In the 
ruins I could see arms and legs moving 
helplessly. From every quarter came 
piteous appeals for aid. 

Waves Engulifcd Many. 

“The portion of the town down near 
the water was inundated by the tidal 
wave. The water reached :o the shoul- 
ders of the fugitives and swept them 
away. The City Hall, the Cathedral and 
the barracks crumbled and churches, 
other public buildings and = dweilings 
without number were literally razed to 
the ground. There were 20 customs 
agents at the barracks; only 41 of them 
were saved. 

“At the railroad station only eight 
out of 280 employes have been accounted 
for. 

“Many of those who escaped with 
their lives are incapable of relating their 
experiences coherently. I questioned all 
who were in condition to talk. Most of 
them told the same story. 

“They said the first thing they knew 
they were thrown out of ved and amid 
crashing ceilings and falling furniture 
managed to make their way to the 
street. 

Insane Wander tn Fields. 


“Then in the blackness of night, and 
omid a pouring rain that added to theit 
horror and distress they rushed blindly 
away amid the crash of tumbling. bulld- 
ings and the shrieks and groans of 
those buried in the ruins.

Woman Torn. From Her 
Relatives in Mad Throng 


CATANIA, Dec, 3.—A woman who es- 
caped from Messina unhurt told of her 
experience as follows: “We were all 
sleeping in my house, when we were 
awakened by an awful trembling which 
threw us out of our beds. 

“IT cried cut that it was an earthquake 
and called to the others to save them- 
selves, while I quickly pushed a few 
clothes into a valise. The shocks con- 
tinued, seeming to grow stronger. ‘The 
walis cravked and my bureau split in 
two and then crashed t» the floor, near- 
ly striking me. My hands trembled so 
that I could scarcely open the doors. 

“To increase the terror, a rainstorm 
accompanied by hail swept through the 
broken windows. Finally, with my 
brother and sister, I succeeded in gain- 
ing the street, but soon lost them in 
the made race of terror-stricken people 
who surged onward, uttering cries of 
pain and distress. During this terrible 
flight? balconies, chimneys and tiles 
showered Cown upon us continuously. 

“Death ambushed us at every step. 
Instinctively I rushed toward the water- 
front, but there found the grand prom- 
enade trausformed into a muddy, miry 
lake, in which I slipped and often fell. 
l only ‘learned afterward that I was 
rescued, senseless, by a soldier and 
carried to a train.”

Crazed Father Leaps 
Into Sea Seeking Family 


PALERMO, Dec. 30.—Navigators who 
have come in here from the Straits of 
Messina report that the Straits have 
taken an entirely new shape since the 
earthquake. They describe them as 
» “twisted,” 

Many villages and forts along the 
Straits have been destroyed; lighthouses 
have been swallowed up by the sea and 
navigation is impossible at night and 
dangerous by day. 

One of the survivors picked up at sea 
by the steamer Washington was a man 
named Francesco Lojacono. He was 
wounded and unconscious. 

On reviving he called wildly for his 
wife and children. All efforts to quiet 
him were useless and he insisted that 
the steamer put him ashore, 

Finally he became bereft of his senses 
and springing suddenly to his feet, he 
jumped overboard still calling for his 
wife and babies. He started swimming 
toward the land, but soon disappeared 
beneath the waves.

HAS BIG FOLLOWING 
“Baker Lady” Was Invited to 
Join Trust, but She 
Refused.

Under the leadership of -Mrs. Rosie 
Lewis of 1102 High street the retail bak- 
ers of the Ghetto Wednesday executed 
another maneuver in their war against 


the wholesale Yiddish bakers by cutting 
the price of two-pound loaves to 4 cents 
and giving away a big bun with every 
loaf. 

Before the fight began these loaves 
were selling for 8 cents and the buns 
for 1 cent. 

Mrs. Lewis is a jolly, brown-eyed wom- 
an of 4, who manages the bakery joint- 
ly owned by her and her husband, Mo- 
ritz Lewis. Throughout the Ghetto she 
is known as ‘the baker lady,’’ and she 
has a strong folloWing among the work- 
ingmen employed.in the trade. 

Her eyes twinhle and she laughs often 
when she talks of her fight against 
what she calls the Yiddish bread trust. 


Laughs at Bread Trust. 

“You know about that irishman that 
was going to be hanged?” sh. said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. “Well, they 
asked him what kind of a tree he want- 
ed to be hanged on and he said ‘a 
gooseberry bush.’. And they said. a 
gooseberry bush isn’t big: enough, and 
he said he could wait for ‘t to grow. 
That's the way it is in this fight. Maybe 
they would like to hang the baker lady, 
but they must wait for the sooseberry 
bush to grow. 

“Il can stand this fight as long as 
they can. I’ve got the biegest retail 
ba.ery up here. That’s why they 
thought they could get me in the trust— 
t!ese wholesale fe ower: They thought 
maybe I was getting too »roud to be 
with the retailers any more. I'll show 
them. 

“If they would compete with the re- 
tailers fairly I might join them. But 
they don’t. They work their men 18 
hours a day. They’re slick, though. 
When a factory inspector asks them 
how long they work their bakers they 
say: “O, cight and ten hours a day.” 
Sure. Eight and ten are eighteen. That's 
the trick. Now, I work my men only 
nine hours a day, and how can I com- 
pete with the wholesaler? 

“The bread war started last Friday, 
when they sent a committee here to 
ask us to go in a combine to fight the 
little bakers. I asked them how they 
were going to do it, and they said they 
would cut prices. I told them to go 
away, and I made up my mind that if 
they cut prices I would go them one 
bétter.. I’ve been in business here more 
than sixteen years, and I’m not s0 
green. 


She Foresaw Disaster. 


“IT could not see that if I went in with 
them they would drive the little retail 
bakers out of business and then they 
would say to me: ‘We don’t need you 
any more. We've got all of the grocers 
buying cur bread and they are taking 
all that we make.’ 

“Then I'd have to shut up my bakery. 
I couldn’t fight the wholesalers alone. 
They sell their bread to the grocers at 
prices lower than ours and the grocers’ 
customers can buy on credit and get 
trading stamps besides. 

“If the wholesalers would treat their 
men as we treat ours they couldn’t af- 
ford to undersell us. 

“Some of the retailers don’t like it be- 
cause I cut my prices to fight the trust. 
It's making them lose money now, but 
it will be better for them in the long 
run, because we are going to eat the 
trust, sure.” ;

BROKEN PROMISE NO. 4. 


The Post-Dispatch recently presented in de- 
tailed form three solemn agreements entered into 


Railway Association, all of which have been 
either violated or ignored by the Trust. 

Probably the most valuable privileges ever 
granted to a railway in St. Louis, were those 
covered by Ordinance No. 14,078 and given 
to the St. Louis Merchants Bridge Terminal 
Railway Co. The incorporators were promi- 
nent citizens, who weré supposed to be acting 
solely for the benefit of the city. Within six 
years’ time, ‘however, they had sold out to the 
Terminal Railroad, which paid $1,113,400 
cash for a majority of the St. Louis Merchants’ 
Bridge Terminal Co.’s stock. Section 11 of 
that ordinance provided that “in considera- 
tion of the rights and privileges herein 
granted, the St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge Ter- 
minal Railway shall, within TWO YEARS 
after the completion of the St. Louis Mer- 
chants’ Bridge, erect or cause to be erected, 
at some point between Bremen avenue and its 
eouthern terminus, a passenger depot, that 
shall not cost less than $200,000." The or- 
dinance. was accepted by the railroad com-_ 
pany with that agreement. It is over 18 years 
since the Merchants’ Bridge was completed 
and over 15 years since the Terminal Railroad 
bought the control of the Merchants’ Bridge 
Terminal Railway, but not one dollar has yet 
been spent for a passenger station or for any; 
other building on the line of the railway from 
Bremen avenye south. 

Ths Terminal Association now asks the city 
to vacate.18 acres of streets for its benefit, in 
return for which it agrees to improve one small 
street and construct:a cheap subway or viaduct. 
The question is not: What are the merits of the 
proposed bargain? It is: What is the intent of 
the trust? Does it expect to keep its promise?; 
It never has observed its agreements. . What 
good reason is there to believe that it will do 
80 now? 
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THE WAY TO PAY ALIMONY. 

The recommendation of the judges that the 
Legislature make more definite provision for en- 
forcing the payment of alimony by husbands to 
divorced wives should be carefully considered. 
Existing conditions are not satisfactory. The 
order of the court is often ignored and it ap- 
pears that there is no way to reach the offender. 
It is needless to say that all court orders ought. 
to be obeyed, for nothing so quickly and surely 
breeds general disrespect of authority as the 
habitual and unpunished disregard of legisla- 
tive enactments and judicial decrees. 

But in dealing with the question of alimony 
the ‘sensitive state of public sentiment must 
be reckoned with in order to obtain legislative 
relief. It has already been suggested in these 
columns that if alimony be made an essential 
consideration, in the discretion of the judge, ‘be- 
fore the decree of divorce is granted, there need 
be no résort to contempt process. The decree 


.} should -issue, only. upon payment of alimony, 


which can be assessed in a gross sum. If the 
husband is unable to pay in full, time can be 
given him, the divorce meanwhile being in sus- 
pense. 

It hay be said that men may be indifferent and 
careless whether the decree issues or not, in 
which case there is no improvement. But a man 
cannot live long with an undefined or ill-defined 
status. He must know what his responsibilities 
are if he is ta act. freely in.the business of life. 
Whether he wants to marry again or not, he will 
not neglect the means offered him to fix, once for 
all, his. responsibilities and privileges. 

This seems the better way. It will insure a 
just settlement in divorce cases without exciting 
any misgivings in the public mind concerning the 
tse Of judicial power to reach persons in con- 
ter ipt. 
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ART AND THE WHITE HOUSE. 

“Mrs. William H. Taft is an accomplished musi- 
cian,” writes the Washington correspondent of 
the Boston Transcript, ‘and the next administra- 
tion, in its soeial aspects, may see the advantage 
to itself and to the musical art of assisting com- 
posers, singers and players with the prestige 
which an invitation to appear in the White House 
parlors should give.”

: plaint, Once while he lay bleeding and half dead he roused himself to baptize 4 
Huron convert with a few drops of water shaken from a cornstalk. The Mo- 
hawks made him labor as a slave. and to do every menial service for the 
whole tribe. Then came news of a Mohawk band’s defeat at the hands of the 
French. The Mohawks in revenge decided to murder Jogues. But, by the help 
of some Dutch settlers, he managed just in time to escape to New Amsterdain 
(New York City). 


Here he was kindly treated by the Dutch. When his scarred, mutilated 
body was able to stand the journey he was sent to France. But he would not 
be content with a life of ease in his own country. Back to Canada he hurried, 
in time to help in making a peace treaty between the French and his old perse- 
cutors, the Mohawks. His first act, after the treaty was signed, was to go di- 
rectly to the Mohawk wilderness and start a mission there. He knew well’ what 

' fate awaited him. For he wrote to a friend: ‘Ibo, et non redibo’”’ (“I shall go, 
and I shall not return.’’) 

At first the Mohawks received him kindly and did not object greatly to his 
efforts at teaching them Christianity. But soon some of the tribe started once 
more on the warpath. Their first act was to seize Father Jogues and, in Octo- 
' -r, 1646, to take him along as prisoner to one of the villages of his former cap- 
tivity. When he had first been captured four years earlier the chest containing 
his robes of office and altar service had been left at this village. The natives be- 
lieved the chest’s presence was responsible for their bad creps, for a fever epi- 

ic and for a plague of caterpillars that had swept the vicinity. They declared 

Jogues was an “‘otkon” (sorcerer) and clamored for his 
death. 

The missionary was led to the torture stake. There 
the flesh of his back and arms was slashed off, the tor- 
turers shouting: ; 
e will see if t is the body of a sorcerer!” | 

The victim's calm courage and gentle bearing impressed even the redskin 
fiends, who had crowded to witness his torture. The chiefs interfered and he 
was set free.

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HE early attempts to conquer the 

T air were by means of crude wings,

conservative British sisters. I could 
name a dozen American women of my 
acquaintance who, though they have no 
allowance, have credit accounts at sevV- 
eral of the largest shops in New York. 
Their bills are paid monthly or yuarter- 
ly by their husbands, sometimes with 
and sometimes without lifted eyebrews. 
It they have not accounts at the shops 
they delight in having things sont home 
“Cc. O. O.,” as they call it, which means 
“cash on delivery."’ 

It can be seen that such a method of 

paying for what one buys leads to 
recklescness, which could not exist in 
connection with an allowance. The Er- 
glishwoman who has a certain sum for 
‘“pin-money” apportions it to cover all 
the sundries, She buys carefully and 
thoughtfully, and not often on the spur 
of the moment, unless she #ees a really 
excellent bargain. She knows: that her 
one hundred and fifty must cover the 
year, and she does not spend it all in 
September. 
’ Then, too, the American shopkeepers 
have the most accommodating system of 
receiving back the goods a customer 
decides she does not want. The Ameri- 
can women buy on a larger scale than 
do Englishwomen. One seldom finds a 
New Yerk woman buying a solitary pair 
of gloves. She buys half a dozen pairs. 
She buys stockings, boots and other 
things in the same proportion. Veils 
she buys by the dozen, and she never 
waits till she has used the last pair of 
gloves, the last vell, the last pair of 
stockings, before replenishing. 

Gloves are much more expensive in 
New York than in London. Shoes 
about the same price. Coats are more 
expensive and so are silk stockings. Con- 
trary to the general belief abread, many 
articles of women’s Wearing apparel 
are cheaper in New York than any- 
where else in the world. Certainly thia 
is the case with muslin underwear, un- 
less one gets the most expensive of 
hand-made garments. 

Counting up expenses at the end of a 
year, I am convinced that a family 
Can live quite as cheaply in New York 
as in London.
